iS very near reality -

The beautification of the freeway corridor 
through Agoura Hills may soon become a 
reality. The proposed Caltrans master plan 
for freeway landscaping has been submitted 
to the city and some planting has begun east 
of Kanan Road. 

According to Paul Williams, city com- 
munity development director, Caltrans is 
currently replacing the oleanders between 
Kanan and Mureau Roads. These were part 
of the Adopt a Plant program that were 
destroyed in a fire a few years ago. Others of 
these died because they were being hand 
watered by Caltrans due to a lack of irriga- 
tion to the area. 

Since then, an irrigation system has been 
installed. However, it was designed to serve 
the plants that were originally planted, said 


Williams. Although more plants might be 


preferable, the irrigation system can not ser- 
vice them,

Although a sample of groundwater taken 
when underground tanks were removed 
from Eaton Information Management Sys- 
tems Division in Westlake Village exceeded 
“action” levels, the head of the Waste Man- 
agement Division of the Los Angeles 
County Department of Public Works 
believes it will have no effect on local drink- 
ing water. 

“As far as I know,” said Carl Sjoberg, “the 
local supply doesn’t rely on local sources.” 
Absolutely correct, agreed Diane Eaton of 
Las Virgenes Municipal Water District. 
“Our water is 100 percent imported from 
northern California and is purchased from 
Metropolitan Water District. No local 
groundwater is used and therefore any con- 
tamination of groundwater by any toxic 
material does not affect drinking water.” 

The presence of five parts per billion of the 
solvent tetrachloroethylene was discovered 
when sumps used to store waste material 
were removed at Eaton’s facility on La 
Tienda Drive. A level of four parts per bil- 
lion is deemed acceptable by the state. 

Subsequent sampling didn’t show the 
higher levels, said Sjoberg, but due to new 
laws under Prop. 65, the pure drinking water 





In a recent agreement between the city and 
Caltrans, Caltrans agreed to maintain free- 
way landscaping while the city agreed to 
provide the plants and irrigation system. 

Much of the funding for this will come 
from the developers of property along the 
freeway corridor. The city has budgeted 
$250,000 this year as its share in the 
improvements, $190,000 in revenue sharing 
funds and $60,000 in contributions. 

The next phase of the plan will be to 
receive input and approval from the Archi- 
tectural Review Board, Planning Commis- 
sion and City Council. An agreement 
between the city and Caltrans regarding who 
will pay and do what is expected within the 
month, said Williams. 

Once the plan is approved, design work 
will begin. They will then need to be 


approved by Caltrans and permits issued for 


the work.

law, the first finding triggered the notifica- 
tion process. 

“We met a week ago with people from 
Eaton and their consultants. They know 
work needs to be done, but the extent is not 
known now.” said Sjoberg. “We have to 
determine whether remedial action is neces- 
sary and if so what plan of action must be 
taken.” 

Sjoberg said that the former Burroughs/ - 
Memorex site, a neighbor of Eaton’s, has 
had a known documented problem for the 
past 10 years and that Eaton’s material may 
be coming from another property. Remedia- 
tion has been ongoing at Burroughs under 
the direction of the state and it may turn out 
that the two sites will be considered one 
project, he added. 

He also said that nothing is currently 
occurring at Eaton’s that would affect toxic 
levels. 

Sjoberg said that the only way these toxics 
could enter any drinking supply would be in 
the unlikely event that individual wells exist 
downstream. “Any concentration is consi- 
dered a ‘threat’ if it exceeds the drinking 
water standards set up by the state depart- 
ment of health,” said Sjoberg. However, at 
this time, he considers actions to be precau- 
tionary rather than indicative of a threaten- 
ing situation.

Adobe restoration 
almost finished

Restoration of the Reyes 
Adobe is expected to be fin- 
ished a month early, accord- 
ing to Rick Kinney, president 
of West Country Construc- 
tion which is doing the work 
on the third phase of the res- 
toration project. He expects 
to complete the project by 
Feb. 1. 

Rain slowed the project 
when about 100 handmade, 
authenic adobe bricks were 
ruined recently. Approxi- 
mately 1300 of these are being 
manufactured after composi- 
tion of the original bricks was 
analyzed and duplicated. 
These are the key to the bal- 
ance of the work as they must 
cure for 30 days before they 
can be used. 

In the meantime, prepara- 
tory work is being done so 
that they can be installed. 
“Theyre doing a tremendous 
job once they learned how,” 
stated Sandy Sandoval, pres- 
ident of the Las Virgenes His- 
torical Society. 

Materials for the bricks 
were imported from other 
sites in order not to disturb 
any archaeological artifacts 
or anthropological remains, 
said Kinney. 

- However, some artifacts 
have been found such as an 
old belt buckle, a horseshoe, 


antique bottle, and, of more _ 
modern usage, an xacto knife. 
In addition, authentic hard- - - 
ware including door locks, ae 
- made 100 years ago but never 
used, were found in a hard-. 


ware store back east to replace 
the modern pieces that had to 
be removed. 

Restoration, to date, has 


involved the removal ofexist- | 


ing framing, electrical wiring, 
concrete, a garage and service 
porch and the relocation of 
the fireplace. A loft will have 
to be replaced and cement 
block removed and/or 
replaced with adobe brick. 
No one seems to know for 
sure what will happen to the 
historical building when the 
project is completed. Dana 
Riccard, city associate 
planner, has heard talk that it 
might be used for a park and 
recreation office. The histori- 
cal society would like to turn 
it into a museum. They have

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collected documents, pictures 
and a few artifacts they would 
like to dispiay there. 
Sandoval, who has been 
involved in this project for 
seven years, envisions dis- 
plays from the Indian, Span- 
ish, U.S. government, Mexi- 
can and other periods of the 
area set up in the barn. He 
would also like to see some 
events held that are centered 
around such events as the 
annual rodeo the Tapia family 
had when all the cattle were 
gathered, branded and 
shipped off to be slaughtered. 
The historical society has 


raised about $22,000 over the 
years to help in the restoration 
project. They have spent sev- 
eral thousand of that for 
architectural plans, engineer- 
ing plans and a roof. The rest 
of the money will be used to 
get the building declared a his- 
torical site and. to set up the 
museum should that be the 
wish of City Council. 

Kinney would like to see a 
period party/fiesta in which 
the community would be 
invited to dress up in period 
costumes and celebrate. the 
completion of the project in 
early February.

members, who also hear grie- 
vances. “It is the area wuere I 
get the most complaints,”’ 
agreed Betty Noling, board 
vice president. 

Zimring attributed some of 
the problems to the district’s 
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OPEN 7 DAYS 
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growth and overcrowding at 
some schools; turnover of 
personnel at Laidlaw Trans- 
portation, the district’s con- 
tracted carrier; and the fact 
that the district encompasses 
86 square miles, not all of 
which are easily accessible. 

He said that most of the 
complaints have related to 
late buses, lack of permanent 
drivers and mechanical 
breakdowns. 

To the rescue came Richard 
Varner, as the new district 
manager for Laidlaw. In the 
past three weeks, he has stu- 
died the situation and done 
some revamping resulting in 
complaints dropping from 
118 during his first week on 
the job to eight his last week. 

As it turns out last week, 
was his last week. Shortly 
before the regular board meet- 
ing, Zimring and Varner dis- 
covered that Nov. 25 would be 
his last day in the district as he 
was being re-assigned, 

During his tenure, Varner 


had six new drivers hired and 


seven driving positions 
created; saw to it that each 
route had a permanent uni- 
formed driver; had five new 
buses brought in and 
arranged to have buses 
washed, - instituted new. dis- 
patch policies; had overall 
management returned to local 
jurisdiction and arranged for 
in-service training in student 
management to be conducted 
on a regular basis. 

Zimring said that the dis- 
trict will continue to work 
with Laidlaw, with whom the 
district is in the last year of a 
multi-year contract. 

“They are aware we are not 
happy with their service,” said 
Zimring.

Calabasas undergoing 
accreditation process

Calabasas High School 
students were asked to fill 
out school evaluation forms 
last month. 

The student questionnaire 
is one of the many steps in 
the accreditation process in 
which Calabasas is now 
involved. 

The primary goal of 
accreditation is continuous 
self-improvement of the 
school. 

“This procedure was deve- 
loped by the Western Asso- 
ciation of Schools and Col- 
leges,” said Dorothy 
Schneider, assistant principal 
at Calabasas. Each school in 


California will be evaluated 
by the association. 

The purpose of accredita- 
tion is to foster excellence in 
schools and to assure that 
each school has clearly 
defined and acceptable 
objectives and educational 
goals. Each goal must meet 
state and state requirements, 
and the educational needs of 
students. 

Accreditation reports are 
filled out by all students, 
staff and administrators. An 
association committee will 
visit the school to evaluate it, 
based on pre-defined pur- 
poses and functions, includ- 
ing the school’s long-term 


_ goals, organization, student 
personal services, curricular — 


program, staff, facilities and 
finance. 

Once accredited, the 
school is normally given six 
years before the next accredi- 


-tation process begins. The 


continual process assures __ 
that the school will con- 
stantly strive toward better 
educational opportunities. 

When Calabasas was acre- 
dited in 1981, it was granted 
the full six year accreditation 
term. Calabasas did not go 
through the accreditation 
process last year as sche- 
duled due to administration 
changes.

study and evaluations already 
made by the sheriff’s depart- 
ment, steps have been taken to 
try and improve police visibil- 
ity and reduce accidents. 

Officers’ hours were 
rescheduled two weeks ago. 
Early morning coverage has. 
been reduced and moved to 
provide a double day shift 
between 7 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
which are peak traffic hours. 
It is too early to tell what 
impact this move will have, 
said Ford. 

Bicycle involved accidents 
were over the 7.8 percent state 
average constituting 12 per- 
cent of the area’s accidents. 
Ford believes that much of 
this is due to the demogra- 
phics of the area and the large 
numbers of people who bike 
for health. 

A Bicycle Safety Rodeo is 
currently proposed in order to 
address this problem. Ford 
hopes to schedule two such 
programs a year sponsored 
jointly by the sheriff’s 
department and the city, one 
tentatively planned for Janu- 
ary and a second for Sep- 
tember. It will include oppor- 
tunities for children to 
encounter various field prob- 
lems on their bikes as well as 
learn about such things as 
traffic signs and laws. 

Public education regarding 
traffic safety issues through 
the media has prompted one 
‘media event’ in which the 
department demonstrated the 
use of the new digital radar 
unit recently purchased by the 
city. Ford plans other such 
events to educate and inform 
Agoura Hills residents about 
safety matters. 

One other area of criticism 
had to do with the findings 
that the number of drunk 


driving arrests and aicoheke rs. - 


involved accidents are 
extremely low. Ford believes 
that this is, again, due to the 
makeup of the community. 
He pointed to the fact that 
there are not a lot of “watering 
holes.’’ The low alcohol 
related accidents would bear 
this out, said Ford. 

“We were pleased with the 
report because we thought it 
was rather complementary,” 
said Ford.

“The site decision is critical,” stated David 
Carmany, Agoura Hills City Manager, 
speaking about a recent meeting with 
members of the Friends of the New Agoura 
Hills Library to bring everyone up to date. 

It would seem that the field of possible 
library sites has been narrowed simply due 
to timing. The site considered on the Oxford 
Development property on the corner of 
Agoura and Kanan Roads will take some 
time to plan and develop. The construction 
schedule for the library, according to Car- 
many, is on a faster track. If the Oxford site 
is excluded, two sites, Chumash and Forest 
Cove Parks, remain. 

Chumash Park is the site already 
approved by Los Angeles County. The 
Recreation and Park Department is work- 
ing on a park master plan that will consider 
how a library and/or community center 
might fit into existing park sites. 

In addition to site selection, financing and 
the hiring of an architect was discussed. The 
city is ready to proceed with the issuance of 
certificates of participation, similar to a 
bond, when the site is selected and architec- 
tural plans complete. Sherarson-Lehman 
has been chosen as the underwriter. 

Carmany expects the process of hiring an 
architect to begin in December. At that time 
| proposals will be requested, the field nar- 
rowed and an architect chosen. He sees the 
architect being on board at the very begin- 
ning of the project once the site is selected. 
The library is expected to be completed in 
two years. 

The City Council workshop on Dec. 16 
will be devoted to the library. Carmany sees 
the focus of council discussion centering 
around the critical questions that they want 
answered regarding such issues as financing, 
legal questions and the evaluations of each 
site. He believes a site will be approved by 
the council in January. He also expects a

public forum in which the project will be 
presented to the community and input 
received before a final decision is made. 

In the meantime, according to Chris Vic- 
ars, president of the Friends of the New 
Agoura Hills Library Board of Directors, 
the board has been visiting libraries in the 
county to learn as much as possible about 
what works and what does not. 


They will present a report to council at the 
end of January giving detailed suggestions 
of what they believe should be included in 
the building design as well as such things as 
room sizes and types, the amount of parking 
needed, the features that it should have and 
the like.

Sheriff's station to be built

A new Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department’s 
station, near the Lost Hills 
exit to the Ventura Freeway in 
Calabasas, is scheduled to 
open by the summer of 1989. 
The facility will replace a 
department sub-station 
located next to Grape Arbor 
county park on the opposite 
side of the freeway. 

The 6.5-acre parcel, 
donated by Currey-Riach Co. 
of Calabasas, will service an 
area of about 180 square 
miles. 

Tom Schmidt, captain of 
the sheriff’s station in Malibu, 
said Hidden Hills, Agoura 
Hills, Westlake Village, and 


the unincorporated areas of 
Calabasas, Topanga and 


- Malibu will be covered. 


The building design 
resembles a flat-topped, one- 
story pyramid. Schmidt 
estimates about 100 people 
will be employed there 


_ (assuming Calabasas becomes 


a city and contracts for police 
service). The 32,000-square- 
foot building will cost about 
$8.5 million and should not be 
visible to freeway drivers. 
The facility will be called 
the Lost Hills Sheriffs station 


and will feature 41 individual | 


jail rooms designed for 
holding those arrested no 
more than three days, but 
usually less than 24 hours. 

A helicopter pad is planned 
for the site as well. Schmidt

said the helicopters they will 
be using are turbo-powered. 
“The sound factor is much 
lower, you won’t hear them at 
500 to 600 feet. They’re used 
for search and rescue, 
response to burglary alarms 
and emergency responses. 
They’re the best possible law 
enforcement available.” 

Schmidt said the area’s 
crime rate is extremely low 
with the most common crimes 
being burglary and theft. “It’s 
extremely safe to live here,’ "he 
said. 

“Our response time is 
usually seven minutes and 
three minutes in the event of 
an emergency. But sometimes 
(not in emergencies) it will 
take longer because of other 
priorities.”

It’s that time of year again. 

The annual test report was 
presented to the Las Virgenes 
Unified District Board of 
Education Nov. 24 by Leo 
Lowe, assistant superintend- 
ent of schools. 

Results of four tests were 
included’ in the report: the 
mandatory California 
Assessment Program (CAP) 
given in grades 3, 6, 8 and 12; 
the district-optional Compre- 
hensive Test of Basic Skills 
(CTBS) given in grades 1-8, 10 
and 12; the college entrance 
Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT); and the College 
Board’s Advanced Placement 
(AP) test. 

Describing the district’s 
showing in the CAP, Lowe 
said, ‘““Our rankings are 
extremely competitive. If you 
consider a 1-99 scale, our 
third grade would be 89-94; 
our sixth grade, 86-95; and 
our eighth and twelfth grades 
in the 90’s.” 

Of the district’s 135 scores

competitive 


in the CTBS, 17 remained the 
same as last year, 58 increased 
and 60 decreased. Although 
Lowe said the decreases were 
slight, he indicated it is a 
source of concern and is being 
addressed. 

Lowe noted that more 
women (52 percent) than men 
(48 percent) took the SAT’s 
this year. National average 
verbal score was 430 and 
national average math score 
was 476. Agoura High 
School’s average verbal score 
was 462; math was 526. Cala- 
basas High School’s average 
verbal score was 443; math 
was 509. At AHS, 59 percent 
of the graduates took the test; 
at CHS, 62 percent did. Cali- 
fornia’s average verbal score 
was 424; its math was 482. 

AP tests allow students to 
take advanced courses. Test- 
ing taken on completion of 
the courses may allow them to 
receive college credit and skip 
some freshmen classes. At 
AHS 90 students took the 
test; at CHS 152 did. 

Copies of the entire report 
are available at each school.

Hypothyroidism 

This condition is most pre- 
valent in the mature or geriat- 
ric, medium to larger breed of 
dogs. Miniature and toy 
breeds are less frequently 
affected. Hypothyroidism is 
characterized by a deficiency 
of thyroid hormone, which is 
produced by the thyroid 
gland. 

The signs of hypothyroi- 
dism are many, there is no one 
specific sign to look for. 
Lethargy, weight gain, infer- 
tility, sensitivity to cold 
temperatures are frequent 
complaints recognized by pet 
owners. 

The coat is often brittle, dry 
and dull, hair loss is com- 
monly noticed over neck, 
back and tail, and in some 
cases an oily skin and exces- 
sive waxy ears are noted. As 
hypothyroidism advances, the 
skin is likely to darken in 
color, it thickens and feels 
cool. The personality of the 
hypothyroid dog often 
declines, becoming dull and 









= 
irritable. Cardiac disorders 
may develop. Bleeding dis- 
orders, especially in the Dob- 
erman breed, are often asso- 
ciated with hypothyroidism. 

The diagnosis of this condi- 
tion is made by specific blood 
tests. The treatment involves 
the use of replacement thyroid 
hormone drugs, generally for 
life. Veterinary supervision is 
necessary to obtain proper 
therapeutic dosages of the 
thyroid hormones giiven as 
replacement, and periodic 
blood tests to monitor pro- 
gress are necessary. The prop- 
erly regulated dog usually 
does well and the signs of 
hypothyroidsm often 
disappear.

New hospital 
is planned 
for Westlake

Plans for a psychiatric hos- 
pital in Westlake Village are 
in the pre-application stage. 
However, William Boice, who 
is in charge of Health Facili- 
ties Development for Charter 
Medical Corporation, is 
hopeful that the hospital 
would be operational by early 
1989. 

If approved by Thousand 
Oaks Planning Commission, 
the 80-bed facility would be 
constructed on Lakeview 
Canyon Road and Via Mer- 
ida across from GTE. It is 
planned as a private, general 
psychiatric hopsital for 
treatment of depression, anx- 
iety, phobias, eating disorders 
and other stress-related 
problems. 

“We will handle acute psy- 
chiatric problems, which are 
short-term and treatable, as 
opposed to chronic cases, 
which are usually associated 
with state asylums,” said 
Boice. Treatment will be 
offered for children, adoles- 
cents and adults. Geriatric 
cases would be included in the 
adult program if physicians 
think it is warranted. Chemi- 
cal dependency when it is a 
secondary diagnosis also will 
be treated.

Local Rotarians fight polio

After recently viewing a 
Rotary International film on 
the way polio effects the lives 
of African adults and child- 
ren and the steps that are 
currently being taken to fight 
the disease, eight of the 14 
members of the Agoura Hills 
Rotary Club personally 
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Diaper rash 


Diaper rash. also called 
diaper dermatitis, is proba- 
bly the most common skin 
disease of infancy. It most 
frequently begins between 
the first and second month 
of life. If not properly con- 
trolled,-diaper rash is very 
likely to recur until the child 
no longer wears diapers. The 
infant feels itchy, uncomfor- 
table, and often irritable. 

Diaper rash is due to a 
combination of factors. The 
most significant cause is a 
constant dampness of the 
area. This is due to a pro- 
longed contact with wet 
diapers. The condition is 
aggravated by occlusive cov- 
erings and harsh detergents, 
powders and soaps. Once 
established, the affected area 
often becomes infected with 
yeast and bacteria. Some- 
times, an underlying skin 
disease predisposes the child. 

There are two important 
parts to the treatment: medi- 
cations prescribed by your 
doctor and prevention. For 
most patients, topical medi- 
cations apllied directly to the 
affected area will suffice. A 
combination of medicines 
aare used to treat the redness 
(inflammation) and any 
infection. Other agents are 
used as needed for any 002- 
ing and maceration. 

However, medications 
alone are not enough for 


complete resolution. The 


area must be kept as dry as 





Freedom from Alcohol.

possible. This is done by 
preventing the baby’s room 
from becoming hot and 
humid, avoiding bulky diap- 
ers, and by having baby wear 
occlusive panties as little as 
possible. Frequent diaper 
changes is the best measure 
and disposable diapers are 
the best alternative. Dispos- 
able diapers with synthetic 
liners tend to minimize con- 
tact of the skin with urine 
thereby significantly reduc- 
ing dampness and irritation 
in the diaper area. Further- 
more, since disposable diap- 
ers are thrown away, there is 
no need to be concerned 
about the strong bleaches 
and harsh detergents used in 


laundered diapers. If you use _ 


non-disposable diapers, a 
thorough rinse is necessary 
to reduce the alkalinity of 
detergent residues. 

The diaper area must 
remain free of irritants such 
as harsh powders and soaps. 
Gently cleanse the area with 
warm water using disposable 
cotton. A mild soap such as 
Dove, Purpose or Eucerin 
may be used if the rash is 
mild. After, gently wipe the 
affected skin with Cetaphil 
lotion or mineral oil. A good 
talc powder will reduce the 
moisture and a bland protec- 
tive ointment can help pre- 
vent irritation. 

The frequency and severity 
of diaper rash can be signifi- 
cantly reduced if the proper 
medications are administered 
and properly used and prev- 
entive measures are 
undertaken.

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Wastewater treatment 
expansion concerns 
environmentalists

The Las Virgenes 
Municipal Water District 
(LVMWD) held a workshop 
Nov. 23 to receive public 
input on the environmental 
impact of the ultimate expan- 
sion of its wastewater treat- 
ment facilities. 

Tad Mattock, who 
previously served as a water 
board director, reminded the 
LVMWD staff of their 
responsibility to provide 
service for all approved 
developments and to continue 
to stay out of the growth vs. 
non-growth issues. 

Dan Martin, a state park 
ranger, wanted guarantees 
that the expansion study 
would provide a minimum 
flow of cool water for the 
steelhead trout in Malibu 
Creek. He also asked that the 
study consider the visual and 
aromatic effects of the 
treatment plant’s expansion. 

‘‘The Tapia [treatment 
facility expansion]could 
affect the park’s viewshed, 
especially if Tapia park is 
acquired [from Los Angeles 
County],” he said. The Tapia 
plant is adjacent to Malibu 
Creek State Park. 

Dave Brown, president of 
the Las-¥regeues 
Homeowners Federation, 


urged water district staff to 
move quickly on selection and 
construction of satellite 
treatment facilities. 

“The sites may not be 
available, once development 
occurs,’ he said. Brown 
stressed the need also of 
providing back-up service 
should the satellite plants fail. 

LVMWD is studying 
alternative means of treating 
wastewater besides Tapia to 
accommodate the projected 
ultimate area build-out which 
is expected to be triple of what 
is in the area today. Current 
population estimates of the 
district is 69,000. 

Some of the proposed 
satellite plants include Kanan 
Road (to treat 2-4 million 
gallons a day/mgd. 3,000 
homes = | mgd); Rancho Las 
Virgenes (south of LYMWD 
offices, at 2-4 mgd); 
Ahmanson Ranch (in 
southeastern Ventury 
County, .at1.mgd); 
Hope/ Jordan property 
(north of Oak Park at .5 mgd); 
and the Church of Perfect 
Liberty (in Malibu on Encinal 
Canyon, at | mgd.). 

Brown also asked the 
district to consider charging a 
developer for up-zoning. This 
involves allowing a higher 
building density than what a 
zoning plan calls for. “Ask the 


developer to chip in and pay 
for the added impact on your 
district.” he said. 

Brown asked that the 
district continue to be 
sensitive to the environment. 
“One function here is to 
preserve our beautiful 
landscapes,” he said. ““The 
largest land owner is the 
public (in the form of parks). 
There’s a tendency to assume 
all open space will be paved 
[when planning for 
development].” 

Dennis Washburn, a 
director for the Topanga-Las 
Virgenes Resource 
Conservation District 
(TLVRCD), proposed 
LVMWD co-ordinate with 
his agency and the state parks, 
the amount of water that 
flows from Malibu Creek into 
Malibu Lagoon. The 
TLVRCD conducts research 
on the lagoon through the 
efforts of school children. 

LVMWD directors Hal 
Helsley and Glen Peterson 
proposed construction of a 
water tank which would store 
the winter surplus of 
reclaimed water for release 
into the creek in summer. 
(LVMWD’s reclaimed water 
customers use nearly all of the 
reclaimed water produced in 
summer which greatly reduces 
the flow of Malibu Creek.) 


Water district leases 
land rent free to farmer

The-Lae Virgenes 
Municipal Water District 
(LVMWD) has agreed to 
lease its land rent-free to a hay 
farmer. 


The district’s Rancho Las 
Virgenes, located south of 
district offices is fed by 





injections of processed sludge 
from the Tapia Wastewater 
Treatment Facility. 


In the past, LVMWD paid 
someone to farm the land and 
recovered only one-fifth of 
their costs through the sale of 
hay. 

Since there is a low re-sale 
value from the hay crop, 











district staff suggested leasing — 


the farm rent-free, plus 
subsidizing its reclaimed 
water use to offset the 
farmer’s projected low 
income. 


John Hanrahan of Marley 
Tractor Service plans to farm 
the 90 acre parcel and grow 
oat hay.

Food fights 


The common image of food fights is that of food being 
flung by people at people. The edible objects splat on walls, 
floor, ceiling, and even on the intended victims. By the end 
of the raucous battle, the combatants are occupying space 





a 


The great majority (probably 99.99 percent) of food fights 


are not so messy, at least not on the surface. They are much 
more genteel in superficial appearance. The emotional level 
of most food fights, however, create ugle scenes and signifi- 
cant psychological damage. 

Most food fights are power struggles. Nothing is thrown. 
there is no splattered mess. The battle consists of one or 
more combatants attemptying to control what one or more 
others will or will not swallow. 

Typically, struggles over food go on between parents and 
their children. The parental refrain, “No dessert if you don’t 
eat all your dinner first,” is a necessary but not sufficient 
ingredient for the warfare to begin. The struggle only ensues 
if the child decides not to go along with the edict. 

Food fights, like most power struggles, make little sense 
to all the combatants involved. all they know is that the 
struggle must go on for whatever their rationalization can 
do to fuel the fire. 

A look at the struggles over food between a mother and 
her daughter will be illustrative. Mary and her 13-year-old 
daughter, Melinda, are locked in multiple food fights. From 
Mary’s conscious perspective, her attempted control over 
what her daughter eats makes perfect sense. From her 
daughter’s point of view, mother is unreasonable and 
inconsistent. 

Mary is worried that Melinda will be malnourished and 
over weight if she is permitted to eat whatever and whe-

Melinda sneaks sweets and them vomits. In her mind, she 
has the best of both worlds. She gets to defy mother and 
remain slender. Melinda’s defiance reverberates through 
every square inch of her lean body when she protests: 
“Mom’s attitude sucks. I have to get permission to eat 
sweets because they’re fattening and empty calories. Yet, 
mom will buy me lots of french fries and milk shakes when 
we go out to eat.” 

Melinda has an awareness that more than her mother’s 
concern with her daughter’s nutrition, the real concern of 
mom is that she be able to control what foods get ingested 
by her daughter. Of course, it is not just food that mom 
attempts to control. Food just happens to be the most 
notceable struggle issue. 

Mary certainly has power and control over Melinda, even 
if it is motivated by her own feelings of inadequacy. The 
reality of the situation, however, is that the power and con- 
trol is extremely limited at best. Nevertheless, the result on 
Melinda produces anger and an overwhelming sense of 

dependency on her mom. 


The food fight is the tip of the iceberg. The real chilling 
battle and it’s outcome ragews on beneath the surface. 
Melinda’s bulimia may continue for years, unnoticed by 
others until serious complications arise. Her poor sense of 
self may stay masked from most observers, but not from 
herself. 


Food fights are ugly and troublesome, even if the com- 
batants do not hurl food at one another. The mess from 
these fights takes a long time, if ever, to be clean-up.

Yuppies going for the BMWM3

What happens when yup- 
pies tire of regular BMWs? 
They go for the BMW M3. So 
would a lot of others with 
$34,000 (the M3’s price) burn- 
ing a hole in their pockets if 
they knew about the car, 
which I recently tested. 

Auto buffs are well aware 
of the M3. But BMW hopes 
the general public will dis- 
cover the car because it’s a 
formidable BM W image auto. 

The company spent years 
building gutless, four-cylinder 
BM W 3-series models. Now it 
wants the world to know it has 
reformed — that it has 
returned to the lively perfor- 
mance image with which it 
was traditionally associated. 

BMW is out to topple no 
less than Mercedes-Benz, 
which is becoming fat and 
stodgy — and which sells cars 
many consider far over 
priced. 

The M3 is quite different 
from the regular 3-Series 
BMW, a favorite graduation 
gift from doting fathers to 
kids who get good grades.

Most teams in the cham- 
pionship who bought cars for 
the series were private, receiv- 
ing no support from auto- 
makers. BMW’s objective in 
making the M3 was giving 
these teams a winner. The car 
has become just that. 

Some consider BMW just a 
yuppie car builder. Not by a 
long shot, although its 2002 
model of the 1970s, now acol- 
lector’s item, was bought by 
yuppies in this country before 
the word ‘‘yuppie”’ was 
invented. 

For more than 50 years, 
BMW racing engineers have 
built cars that won 166 
national titles, 37 world and 
European championships and 
uncounted class wins. And the 
M3 is the product of BMW 
Motorsport, a subsidiary 
that’s built Grand Prix racing 
engines, conducts factory rac- 
ing programs and creates 
high-performance compo- 
nents for BMWs. 

Only 2,400 M3s will be sent 
to the U.S. this year. 

Considering the car’s rakish 
looks, one M3 has more visual 
impact than a hundred regu- 
lar BMW 3-Serices cars.

The four-seat M3 is derived 
from the two-door, 3-series 
BMW, but much of its body is 
new: front and rear fenders, 
doors, rocker panels, rear 
roof section and trunk lid.

tic bumpers, little chrome, 
lowered suspension and wide 
sports tires scream this is acar 
built for performance.

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Reader indignant 
over column 


I have been meaning to 
write to Dr. Jonathan Brower 


. since the publication of his 


Acorn column of Sept. 16, 
1987, entitled ‘“‘Relative 
Deprivation.” 

In a world full of horrors 
(your subject the following 
week was nuclear holocaust), 
I felt silly getting so indignant 
about your column, but the 
indignation remains, so it 
seemed appropriate to write 
to you about it. 

I get annoyed at the idea of 
a parent speaking condes- 
cendingly to achild, as did the 
imaginary father in your 
column. This man in “real life’- 
*~would be a parent who really 
does love his son and who 
would be quite bewildered 
because that son would never, 
never communicate with him 
or, in later years, even want to 
see him. That parent would 
never know why they could 
not talk to each other enjoya- 
bly. But maybe he wouldn't 
think about it much ... he is 
quite out of touch with 
himself. 5 

Parents’ words have exag- 
gerated power, and love does 
not cancel out the effects of 
the undermining of your 
child’s ego. In fact, the discre- 
pancy between a parent’s love 
and the parent’s failure to be 
“on the side of”the child is 
crazy-making to some degree 
from mild to disastrous. 

I wonder what point you 
wanted to make in that 
column. Perhaps you wanted 
to make a point about relative 
deprivation, a most interest- 
ing idea. I hope that you did 
not think that the conversa- 
tion between. father and son 
was a sample of good com- 
munication. That sort of 
patent-child conversation 
might possibly have been a 
step forward in the forties or 
even the fifties, but with what 
we know about talking to 
each other these days, it just 
won't do at all. 

The son is expressing natu- 
ral, normal, uncomfortable 
human feelings of jealousy 
and envy that we each have to 
contend with at all stages of 
our lives to some extent, feel- 
ings which are at their most 
disturbing in the high school 
years. Learning how to cope 
with those feelings is a task 
that will occupy us all our 
lives. 

In talking about relative 
deprivation, the son is pres- 
enting his father with a very 
interesting idea, much more 
acceptable than old cliches 
such as “Compare yourself to 
the starving.” 

The son is explaining why 
people who seem to “have it 
made” can still feel deprived. 
Once one grasps that idea, one 
can choose to look at the way 
others are less fortunate. No 
smug superior will be neces- 
sary to point out how lucky 


one really is. It can be self 
discovered. 

What good does it do any of 
us for a person with great 
influence over us to tell us we 
are decadent and spoiled? To 
take a condescending, holier- 
than-thou attitude? To be 
smug and judgemental? To 
insult us. To be insulted and 
demeaned in the name of love 
is bewildering and damaging. 
Would you orl talk to a friend 
that way? To a boss? Then 
why to a loved one? 

Have you ever experienced 
the relief of being understood 
by someone when you are 
troubled? Of learning that 
other people can feel the same 
way? Is that not what self help 
groups are based on? Doesn’t 
it make people feel better to 
share their feelings and not be 
judged harshly? 

Think how it would beif the 
father were open minded. He 
might re-examine himself and 
remember feelings of “relative 
deprivation” he has had or 
does have, especially in regard 
to his own car. He might have 
felt that way himself in high 
school. He might feel that way 
today? His friends, his wife, or 
his neighbor might have been 
slightly or mildly bothered by 
the conviction that other peo- 
ple have it better. 

For whom was the expres- 
sion “keeping up with the 
Joneses” invented? Only for 
teenagers? And other people 
really do have it better than 
we do in some respects, just as 
we have it better than they do 
in other respects. Now what? 
Why not get in touch with 
one’s common humanity in 
speaking with one’s children? 
with one’s friends? with one’s 
loved ones? That’s how we all 
help each other and how we 
learn. As a parent, how valu- 
able to help a child deal with 
painful or uncomfortable 
emotions. 

Finally, I do want to sug- 
gest to you that, if you think 
this was a good onversation, 
you would enjoy and benefit 
from one of Dr. Chaim 
Ginott’s books, such as 


-Between Parent and Child. 


There it is, very simply laid 
out, an effective method of 
communicating. I seized upon 
it myself as soon as I came 
across it, and although my 
kids were in their teens and 
out talking to each other in 
this manner began in an artifi- 
cial and stilted way, we all 
incorporated it into the way 
we deal with each other, and 
we are still confiding in and 
helping each other to this day. 
Recognizing our common 
humanity and refraining from 


gratuitous insults has meanta | 


lot of growth for us. 

Both I’m mollified. This 
week’s column had a much 
more fruitful approach.

State law will impact auto brokers 


The Department of Motor 
Vehicles may put independent 
discount auto brokers out of 
business and wipe out savings 
to car buyers if it enforces a 
1971 law. 

The law makes it illegal to 
“advertise or offer for sale any 
vehicle that is not actually for 
sale at the premises of the 
dealer’? when an advertise- 
ment or offer is made. 

Independent brokers claim 
they can usually beat dealers’ 
prices by 2 percent to 12 per- 
cent less than the manufactur- 
er’s suggested retail price. 

Broker sales account for 10 
percent to 15 percent of the 
estimated two million new 
cars sold annually in the state. 
Brokers gain business from 
buyers who have been 
‘‘hassled and abused” at 
dealerships and demand a 
lower price and convenience 
of avoiding fast-pitched sales 
peoplein purchasing 
automobiles. 

Mike Scanlon of El Cerrito, 
president of the 55-member 
association of independent 
new car sellers, predicted that 
implementation of this 1971 


law would put independent 
brokers out of business. 

The DMV has not applied 
this 1971 law, up to now, to 
automobile brokers who 
don’t stock an inventory of 
new cars. 

The brokers take a custo- 
mer’s order, quote a price, 
purchase the vehicle from a 
new car dealer and then re-sell 
it to the customer for less than 
dealers would sell it. 

Scanlon said, “A typical 
customer is a male or female 
credit union member, 35 to 40 
years old and from a two- 


_income family. Our members 


have sold cars to two police 
chiefs, a San Francisco super- 
visor, legislative aides and a 
Ford dealer who wanted a 
Ford Bronco but couldn’ get 
it from his own dealeship. 

“A young lady bought a 
Nissan Sentra Coupe from us 
after she felt she had been 
abused by a dealership. A lot 
of them feel they are going to 
be mistreated and taken 
advantage of by dealers.” 

Scanlon remembered one 
buyer who came to him with 
three dealer price quotations, 


the lowest was $14,900. “I 
found the car for him, and I 
sold it for $14,416, plus tax 
and license. I saved him 
almost $500 and I made $400 
on the car.” 

Tracy Bennett, a San Jose 
auto broker, said, “The busi- 
ness is mushrooming.” DMV 
estimates there are from 100 
to 200 brokers in California, 
but brokers estimate that 
there are at least twice that 
number in the state. 

Recently, new car dealers 
have tried to obtain “no 
inventory, no advertising” 
prohibition enforcement 
against brokers, but deny that 
they are behind the DMV’s 
enforcement of this 1971 law. 

DMV officials contend 
they acted independently to 
implement. this 1971 law. 
However, brokers and new 
car dealers have had their 
spats in the Legislature during 
the past several years. 

Bill Gengler, DMV spo- 
kesman, said, “Because some- 
thing is wrong and has con- 
tinued to be wrong for several 
years doesn’t mean it should 
continue that way.” 


Gengler said the law will be 
enforced after Jan. | to enable 
brokers to either get their 
affairs in order or to prepare 
counter measures, such as 
litigation. 

Legislationto regulate 
automobile brokers was 
introduced in 1987, but brok- 
ers and new car dealers had 
failed to reach agreement on 
its details. However, the mea- 
sure could be acted upon next 
year. 

Loren Smith, a lobbyist for 
new car dealers in California, 
denies that it is the intention 
of dealers to put brokers out 
of business and that the 
dealers did not influence 
DMV’s decision to implement 
the 1971 law. 


However, Assemblyman 
Richard Katz of Sepulveda, a 
supporter of the brokers, said, 
“The whole move to put auto 
brokers out of business comes 
from new car dealers, no ques- 
tion about it. They are the 
only ones who stand to benefit 
by the auto brokers going out 
of business. Certainly, the 
consumer doesn’t benefit.”

Shop around for credit card charges 


If you use bank credit 
cards, such as Master Charge 
or Visa, don’t pay more for 
them than you need to. 


It is important to know how 
much you are paying for a 
bank credit card, compared to 
what you could be paying, 
says Karen Schnittgrund, 
Cooperative Extension con- 
sumer economics/ manage- 
ment specialist at UC, River- 
side. She offers information 
on selecting a bank credit 
card. 

The annual fees and interest 
rates vary greatly among sav- 
ings institutions. Each finan- 
cial institution—bank, sav- 
ings and loan, or credit 
union—sets its own annual 


interest rate, maximum line of 
credit, and other fees. 


Which card is best for you 
and from which institution 
will depend on your spending 
habits and bill-paying practi- 
ces. Before you select a bank 
card, compare the terms from 
several financial institutions. 


Annual fees can vary from 
none to approximately $20 
for a standard card. Premium 
cards may require an annual 
fee as high as $50. 


Annual interest rates can 
vary by more than five percent 
depending on which financial 
institution issued the card.

For example, a recent survey 
of credit card rates in Califor- 
nia found rates from 14.9 per- 
cent to 21 percent for regular 
credit cards. Out-of-state 
credit cards can be found with 
interest rates as low as II 
percent. 


The grace period is the time 
between date of the purchase 
and the date the bill must be 
paid to avoid interest charges. 
Most cards have a 25- to 30- 
day grace period. Some insti- 
tutions charge from the date 
the purchase is posted on the 
account and others from the 
actual date of purchase with 
no grace period. 


The billing method used to 
compute the interest charges 
on your card can also affect 
what you will be charged. 
Even though the same rate of 
interest may be used, there is 
considerable variance in the 
finance charge you must pay 
depending on the method of 
calculation used. 


The declining balance met- 
hood is the most advantage- 
ous for you, while the pre- 
vious balance method is most 
advantageous to your credi- 
tors. The average daily bal- 
ance method, which falls 
somewhere between the other 
two, is the most commonly 
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used method. 

Your maximum line of 
credit is the maximum dollar 
amount which can be charged 
on the card. This amount can 
be increased once you prove 
yourself credit worthy. - 


Fees may also be charged 
for cash advances, late pay- 
ments, transactionn fees, and 
going over the credit line. 
Credit cards should be com- 
pared on all these points. 

If you usually pay your bill 
in full each month, try to find 
a financial institution with an 
interest—free grace period. 
Also look for an institutiion 
which doesn’t charge an 
annual membership fee. 


If you typically pay 
monthly installments only, 
look for a credit card with a 
low monthly interest charge. 
Be sure you understand how 
that finance charge is 
calculated. 


Realize that some credit 
cards that offer no fee or low 
interest rates may charge 
interest from the day an item 
is purchased. And some credit 
cards that don’t require an 
annual fees may charge a 
transaction fee each time the 
card is used. Be aware of all 
the terms associated with 
bank credit cards.
